POINCARE INTRODUCES HIS 
BILL TO STABILIZE FRANC 

Ratio of Gold to Paper Franc to 
Be Announced tonight. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, June 23,—Without ut- 
tering a single word of explana- 
tion, Premier Foincare introduced 
his stabilization of the franc bill in 
the Chamber of Deputies at 5:40 p. 
m. The Premier ascended the 


speaker’s rostr.m, deposited the 
voluminous document in the hands 


of the presiding official, Pierre 
Etienne Flandin, bowed and _§re- 
tired. , 

The bill was immediately re- 


ferred to the Finance Committee 
before which the Premier will ap- 
pear at 11 o’clock tonight when he 
will give the official figures of the 
gold ratio to the paper franc. 

The chamber adjourned until 9 
o’clock tomorrow morning. 

The stabilization bill provides 
that the Bank of France redeem 
its bank notes “either in gold cur- 
rency having a legal circulation or 
at a ratio of—milligrams of gold 
per franc in gold 900 fine.” . 

The number of milligrams of 
gold per franc was left blank in the 
text to be inserted later. 

The Bank of France must main- 
tain in its vaults reserves of gold 
currency Or bars equaling 35 per 
cent of the entire paper circula- 
tion. | 

Bank notes of 5, 10 and 20 francs 
denomination will be withdrawn 
from circulation before Dec. 31, 
1932, and will be replaced by silver 
coins of § and 10 francs. The mint 
is given authority immediately to 


coin 100 franc gola pieces, 900 
fine. 
The entire gold and _ silver 


French currency coined previously 
to the promulgation of the present 
law ceases to be legal tender be- 
tween individuals and must be 
turned into the Bank of France.

$500,000 MAl 
THEFT REPORTED 
ON LEVIATHAN 


Rifling of Registered Letters 
Discovered After 
Are Taken 


Southamption.

SOUTHAMPTON, England, June 
23.—The theft of registered mail 
from the liner Ieviathan estimated 
as high as $500,000 was discovered 
when the vessel arrived here yes- 
terday from New York, it was 
learned today. : 

The Leviathan left New York on 
June 16 and -the authorities ex- 
press the view that the robbery 
took place in American waters. 

It is reported that checks, bank 
drafts, bills of exchange and bank 
notes amounting to many thousand 
of pounds were involved in the 
thefts. 

There were 3263 bags of Ictters 
and parcels on the liner, of which 
1700 were for London and hun- 
dreds of others for various parts 
of Great Britain. 


The authorities here state that 
there was every evidence that the 
robbery. was planned with the | 
greatcst cunning and carried out 
daringly. Nothing that could not 
be negotiated easily was touched 
and this, together with the thor- 
oughness with which the robbery 
was carricd Oul, seemed to sup- 


port the theory that the letters | 
were tampered with befcre_ they! 
were placed aboard the Leviathan. 

The registered letters were | 
small bags whicn had been sealed 
and placcd in larger bags contain- 
ing “‘dénregistered letters. These 
bags also were sealed with a smal! 
red seal. bearing the impression of 
the United States Postofficc. 

The mail. which was in charge 
of the United States Seca [Postal 
staff while aboard the liner, was 
landed at Southampton last eve- 
ning uiuder such strict supervision 
that it was considered impossible 
that the bags were interfered with 
in any way. It was when the mail 
reached its destinetion and the 
bags containing the registcred Jet- 
ters were opened that the robbery 
was discovered. The registered l!et- 
ters were found to have been sp.it 
open and everything of a negoti- 
able nature abstracted. 

“As far as we can gather the 
robbery must have been carried out 
before the Leviathan left New 
York,” said an officer at the Lon- 
fon office of the United States 
Lines. “The thefts were not dis- 
covered until the letters in the mail 
bags came to be sorted. The seals 
on the bags were then unbroken.” 

Mail Guard on Voyage. 

Captain Cunningham, command- 
er of the Levithan, said today that 
the robbery could not possibly 
have been perpetrated aboard the 
liner. 

“We unloaded the mail bags at 
Southampton,” he said, “exactly in 
the same conditions as we took

“The Missouri delegation came 
down here to win this nomination 
if possible,” he said. ‘“‘They believe 
it can be won. If they lose, they

“So far as my personal views are 
concerned, I think I have made 
them plain in some 50 speeches 
over the country.” 

Reed indicated that tomorrow he 
might issue a formal statement, 
and he cut the press conference 


short to renew discussions with 
leaders of several factions, 
Bitter-end foes of Gov. Smith 


in the solid South were sponsors of 
a movement looking to a coali- 
tion of candidates with the hope 
of holding away enough conven- 
tion strength to prevent his nomi- 
nation on an early ballot. They 
thought that if this could be ac- 
complished the Smith phalanx 
would disintegrate. 
Some Frown Upon Move. 

Conferences to this end were in- 
augurated yesterday and continued 
today. Not all of the Southern 
states were represented, as Louis- 
jana already is in the Smith col- 
umn and party teaders from one 
or two others frowned upon any 
movement which might lead to a 
renewal of the bitter fight of four 
years ago at Madison Square Gar- 
den. 

Reed corferred wife his polit- 
ical advisers who inrormed, him 
that apparently only a vigorous 
and concentrated drive could head 


-off Smith, and that such a coun- 


ter attack had been launched by 
party leaders from the South. He 
gave no indication taat he would 
abandon his usual practice of play- 
ing a lone hend 

The anti-Smith forces were 
heartened further by a statement 
issued last night by A. C. Sallee, 
representative of Evans Woollen, 
Indiana’s favorite son, that the 
Indiana delegation would remain 
“steadfastly and loyally behind’ 
the Indianapolis banker “until a 
candidate is chosen by the conven. 
tion.”’ 

The 30 delegates from Indiana, 
under the State’s law, cannot swing 
to any other candidate until re- 
leased by Woollen. The Smith op- 
ponents said the managers of the 
New York Governor had counted 
on strength from Indiana in the 
final drive to put Smith over. 

Three Candidates Present. 


Sallee’s statement was _ issued 
almost coincident. with the arrival 
not only of Reed but also of Sen- 
ator Walter F. George of Georgia, 
who has the indorsement 
delegation from his own State and 
is promised support from South 
Carolina, Florida and Alabama. 

George said his state delegation 
not only was instructed to vote 
for him but that the members in- 
dividually had said that they would 
stand by him as long as his name 
was before the convention. He 
added that he did not think Smith 
ever would get any Georgia votes. 

With the arrival of George and 
Reed three presidential condi- 
dates were on the ground. The 
third is Cordell Hull of Tennessee, 
who has been here for some days 


helping in the arrangements for 
the opening of the convention 
Tuesday. 


Smith Forces Confident. 

Despite the evidences of in- 
creased activity in the camps of 
the enemy with prohibition as the 
rallying point, the Smith lieuten- 
ants appeared confident that noth- 
ing could stop their man and said 
they felt no concern over the situ- 
ation.

MONCADO JURY FAILS 
TO AGREE, DISCHARGED 


Out 15 1-2 Hours—Stood 7 to 


5, Foreman Tells the 
Court. 


The jury in the trial of Vincent 
Moncado for the murder last Nov. 5 
of Vincenzo Vitale, professional 
bondsman, reported today it was 
deadlocked hopelessly and was dis- 
charged by Circuit Judge Rutledge. 


It had been out 15% hours, includ 
ing intervals for meals, 

A few minutes after 10 o’clock 
this morning, Judge Rutledge 
summoned the jurors into the 
courtroom. The foreman, Alex Ber- 
tolin, a clerk, of 5646 Kingsbury 
avenue, informed the Court they 
still were divided 7 to 5, as they 
stood late last night. Whether for 
acquittal or conviction was not dis- 
closed. Bertolin said the jurors had 
agreed not to discuss their deliber- 
ations and would not confirm re- 
ports that the majority stood for 
acquittal. 

Bertolin told the Court there was 
no prospect of an agreement. Judge 
Rutledge, thanking the jury for its 
services, remarked it sometimes 
happened jurors could not sce 
things “as clearly as some of us.” 

Moncado Returned to Jail. 

Moncado, whose hopes for an ac- 
quittal had risen as the jury pro- 
longed its deliberations, was led 
back to jail after the jury had been 
discharged. He -will be tried again 
in autumn. Since his arrest last 
December, he has been unsuccess- 
ful in his efforts to make bond.’ 

_ The jury received the case at 
6:30 o'clock last night after As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Stack, in 
his closing argument, had demand- 
ed the death penalty for Moncado. 
Five ballots had been taken when 
Judge Rutledge called the jury ifn 
at 10:50 p. m. and ordered it 
locked up for the night. Addl- 
tional ballots were taken’ this 
morning, Bertolin said, with no 
change in the results. 

Moncado depended upon his plea 
The 
small, sallow-faced grocer testified 
he shot and killed Vitale in the 
bondsman’s home, 1319A Blair ave- 
nue, during a struggle that fol- 
lowed an attempt by Vitale to ex- 
tort money from him. 

Judge Rutledge gave instructions 
for first and second degree murder, 
but refused to include a man- 
slaughter instruction. With a ver- 
dict of guilty of first degree mur- 
der, the jury could fix the penalty 
at life imprisonment or death, the 
Court instructed.

THE AIRPORT SOND ISSUE. 

The city has abandoned its plan to finance the 
municipal airport by issuing notes. Yesterday the 
Board of Estimate, after discovering a flaw in that 
plan, approved a bill authorizing a $2,000,000 bond 
issue election to be held with the primaries Aug. 7. 
The bill has been sent to the Board of Aldermen. 

We believe this is the most satisfactory solution of 
the question. Objections were raised to the presenta- 
tion of the airport bond issue at the general election 
in November on the grotnd that it would be over- 
shadowed by interest in the presidential race and 
might, on that account, be beaten. But, since it is 
very important that action be taken on the airport 
before Nov. 15 so that the city may avail itself of 
options on 200 acres of necessary ground, it was sug- 
gested the city finance the project by the usual meth- 
od of selling notes to the banks. 

Ben H. Charles, the city’s legal adviser on fiscal 
issues, declared against that plan on the ground 
that it is doubtful that banks would take the city’s 
notes for more than a year. There is, however, an- 
other reason for opposing it: St. Louisans are en- 
titled to vote on such a project before it is put into 
effect. While we believe they are overwhelmingly 
in favor of a municipal airport, there might be some 
dissatisfaction if the city had adopted such extraor- 
dinary -means as issuing notes for the purpose. It 
would, moreover, set a precedent which might easily 
be dangerous. 

We trust the Board of Aldermen will pass the 
authorization bill promptly, and that the morning

Delegates Now Know Exactly Where Smith Stands on Prohibition; There Can Be 
no Ground of Complaint if Smith’s Arguments During the Campaign Do Not 
Agree With Platform; Smith, by Announcing His Position Definitely, Has Justi- 
fied the Faith of His Followers in His Intellectual Integrity.

N his arrival at Houston the Demo- 
() <r national committeeman from New 

York, Norman E. Mack, made a state- 
ment predicting the nomination of Gov. 
Smith on the second balict, and then pro- 
ceeded to discuss the question of prohibi- 
tion. He said: 


I hope that the prohibition plank will 
square with Gov. Smith’s position . ‘ 
Gov. Smith has and always will stand for 
personal liberty @nd_state’s rights. He 
is Opposed to prohibition. He is for tem- 
perance.” 


Some misunderstanding seems to have 
arisen at Houston as té whether Mr. Mack 
was authorized to speak. But there can 
be no dispute and there need be no mis- 
understanding as to the fact that in the 
passage we have quoted he accurately re- 
flected the views of Gov. Smith. That was 
settled when, in reply to the following ques- 
tion put to him directly by this newspaper: 


In view of the question raised at Hous- 
ton about Norman E. Mack’s statement, 
The World wishes to know: Have you 
changed your belief that there should be 
amendment of the present prohibition 
provisions? 

The Governor said: 


I have not.

Three things are now clear as a result 
of this incident: First, that the Smith 
forces will ask the party to adopt a plank 
which embodies the Governor’s views: sec- 
ond, that Gov.

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FLIGHT STARTED 
FROM ‘WINDSOR 
MEXICO CITY 


Mexican Aviators Are to 
Follow Virtually Direct 
Route in Attempted Non- 
Stop Trip. 


By the Associated Fress. 

WINDSOR, Ont., June 23.—Joa- 
quin Pacheco and Fritz Bieler, 
Mexico City aviators, took off from 
Walker Field here at 6:32 a. m., 
St. Louis time, today on their pro- 
jected nonstop flight to the Mexi- 
can capital. 

Because of weather conditions 
Which have held the two flyers 
back for the last week a change 
in the original route was made and 
instead of flying to Washington 
they announced the pathway would 
be virtually a direct line to the 
Mexican capital. The original in- 
tention had been to fly over 
Washington, circle the Capitol, as 
a friendly gesture, and then swing 
southwestward to Galveston, fol- 
lowing the gulf coast to Mexico. 

The big Stinson monoplane, 
powered with a 220-horsepower 
Wright air-cooled motor, Was 
fueled with 410 gallons of gasoline 
which the flyers said brought the 
total weight of their craft well 
above 3000 pounds. 

The plane, with dull black body 
and golden wings, bears the num- 
ber NX5829 under the right wing. 


Will Follow Mississippi. 

The plane also carried the fresh- 
lv inscribed ‘identification letters 
“Scar.” 

The flyers faced a 20-mile head 
wind as they took off after taxi- 
ing the length of the field—about 
three-quarters of a mile. The 
takeoff was described as “beauti- 
ful.” Only a few persgns were 
on hand. Among those on the field 
were Eddie Stinson and several 
other. representatives of the Stin- 
son Aircraft Corporation. 

Bieler and Pacheco said they 
would head straight for the Mis- 
sissippi Rixer, picking it up at 
about Cairo, Ill., and following it 
to the Gulf, whence they would 
follow the coast line to Browns- 
ville and Tampico, swinging into 
the interior at the Jatter point. 
The total distance they estimated 
at 2150 miles and the flying time 
at about 25 hours.

ERHAPS the most hazardous 
P of all Manhattan occupations is 

that of the steel workers who 
play such @n important part in 
flinging *skyscrapers up to the 
clouds. Yet in proportion to their 
numbers there are fewer Casualties 
than among taxi drivers, 

The steel workers are. mostly in 
their twenties and, as might be ex- 
pected, are robust and healthy 
young fellows without the quality 
known as emotional. The majority 
are cigarette smokers, but that is 
the extent of their submission to 
habits. They are well paid and 
usually thrifty. 

Their immunity from danger lies 
almost wholly in the mental de- 
tachment from the risks they take. 
Once they begin thinking of the 
perils of the job they are in jeop- 
ardy. The sensible who find them- 
selves indulging such a mood knock 
off work and go to the movies, 

When one of them now and then 
misses a step and ricochets to cise 
aster, all work on the building un- 
der construction is suspended for 
the day. Their greatest handicap 
is in working in high winds and on 
unusually blowy days they-refrain 
from work. 

Premonition is a fetish. Friday 
the 13th is anathema. And like 
those who flirt with death in the 
circus arenas, superstition is 
strong. When the Woolworth tow- 
er was under construction there is 
the story of the black cat found 
one day on a beam at the thirtieth 
floor. 

Work was held up for two days. 
There is also the legend of the 
beam walker who walked under a 
ladder on his way to work and de- 
cided to call it a day. His fellows 
tried to laugh off his fears and in- 
duced him to go to work. A ha'f 
hour later he toppled to his death. 

Most of them are said to have 
been raised on farms, where they 
acquired an early sturdiness and 
physical poise. Any number have 
gone to Hollywood, where their 
dizzy didoes are featured in movie 
thrillers, and where they are known 
as “stunt men.”

& millionaire, well and good, but 
he doesn’t get front-row tables, 
choice theater seats and such just 
because he is a millionatre. 


HERE is the specious theory, 


too, that you can pry into the 
upper crust of New York society 
with - wealth alone as a jimmy. 
While what is known as the Four 
Hundred is in reality about «orty 
Thousand, there is a creme de la 
creme of society, sock-ribbed and 
impervious to @sults of the nou- 
veaux riche, This refers to that 
fragmentary remains of the once il- 
lustrious band that always repulsed 
the climbers and is still presided 
over by the dowager Mrs. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. Wealth makes no im- 
pression on them. They hold the 
aristocratic fort, despite the fact 
that many notable ancestors ped- 
died polecat skins, manufactured 
fertilizer, and half-soled_ their 
breeches with leather. 


AVING lived in almost every 


size place from the crossroads 
to the Big Town, I am convinced 
New York leads in giving @ poor 
man “the breaks.” Thé small town 
is always critical of a newcomer 
with a flat. purse.

LINDBERGH NARROWLY MISSES 
POWER WIRES IN LANDING 


Then Spends the Evening at 
Throttle of Locomotive in . 
Pennsylvania.

WILKESBARRE, Pa.,.June 23. 
—Col. Charles Lindbergh, who 
-hopped off from Coxton, Pa. at 
5:46 o’clock this morning, returned 
to his temporary landing field at 7 
o’clock. It was said that his plane 
was not functioning properly and 
he returned to make adjustments 
rather than continue on to New 
York. . 

Lindbergh landed at Coxton last 
night in an open field near the 
roundhouse of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad. Approaching darkness 
threw a haze about the indistinct 
field and Lindbergh, flying close to 
the ground, nearly drive his plane 
into a network of high-tension 
lines. Hasty action prevented the 
collision, however, as the Colonel 
drive his plane into the narrow 
Space between the ground and the 
wires and succeeded in landing 
safely. 

He spent the night at the Rail- 
road Y. M. C. A- in the Coxton 
yards. After supper Lindbergh in- 
spected the shops and roundhouse, 
then donned a suit of greasy denim 
and a brown cap and mounted a 
giant locomotive used to pilot a 
trainload of Chicago-New York 
mail. Engineer Maurice Miller 
stepped aside for Lindbergh and 
the flyer felt the thrill of driving 
a locomotive. He was at home, 
however, and guided the engine to 
a smooth stop in front of the Le- 
high Valley station here. 

After a brief pause in Wilkes- 
Barre, Lindbergh and the railroad 
men climbed back into the cab and 
started up Wilkes-Barre Mountain 
for Gracedale, a little hamlet on 
the side of the mountain, when he 
brought the locomotive to a smooth 
stop, awaited the flagman’s signal

return trip over the mountain cut- 
off and back to Coxton, 


FIRST BONDS OF $87,000,000 
ISSUE BEING RETIRED 


City Also Paying Off Obligations 
Voted in 1908—Check for $3,- 
400,000 Sent to New York. 

The first bonds to be issued of 
the $87,372,500 worth voted by the 
people of St. Louis in 1923 for pub- 
lic improvements are being retired. 
They amount to $435,600 and were 
for street projects and hospitals. 
They were issued July 1, 1924. At 
the same time, the city is retiring 
$2,965,000 of bonds voted in 1908 
for institutions and development of 
Kingshighway. A check for the to- 
tal, $3,400,000, was sent to the 
city’s fiscal agent, the National 
Bank of Commerce of New York, 
today. — 

Following this retirement, the 
city will have $48,031,000 in bonds 
outstanding, including %$37,950,000 
of the issue of 1923. Its limit for 
bonded indebtedness, under the 
law, is approximately $120,000,000. 
Of the 1923 issue, $49,422,500 worth 
remains to be sold. Therefore, the 
city at this time has a margin of 
about $22,500,000 more bonded in- 
debtedness possible, but this will be 
increased steadily, as the assessed 
valuation goes up and old bonds 
are retired.
